Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative Mr. Jacob along with Examiners Eduardo 
Robert and Richard Shaffer discussed the objections to the drawings as well as independent claim 1. Examiner Shaffer 
informed applicant that the objections to the drawings due to inconsistencies were made in error and that he could 
disregard them. Mr. Jabob then explained how the technical informalites would be addressed in the upcoming reply to 
the Office Action. Claim 1 was discussed to explain how it already is not anticipated by the Lane reference. Specifically, 
it was stated that Lane does not have a first gripping element, second gripping element, and a pusher. The examiners 
agreed and recommended to applicant to formally reply to the previous Office Action with the same remarks. The 
examiner also reminded applicant that when a reply is filed, an updated search would have to be conducted. Therefore, 
we could not guarantee an allowance of the current independent claim, only that the independent claim would not be 
rejected under Lane alone. The examiner also stated that applicant could comment upon the Irving reference in order 
to avoid any possible future rejection under the Irving reference.. 
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
